Aii address delivered entirely by 
signs, was given belore the literary 
club for the deaf of Kalamazoo re- 
cently by Daniel Tellier. The 
speaker recalled the advance in 
education of deaf-uutes since the 
earlier centuries and spoke en- 
couragingly of the future's work of 
mules along educational lines. 

" The tenth of December, being 
Oallaudet's birthday, is in fact 
about a legal holiday in State 
schools foi the deaf and in large 
cities, where many deaf people live- 
They celebrate it annually in 
America," said he, " and the history 
of his life and educational work, is 
of course familiar, but is worthy of 
remembrance. 

" Besides that, let time run baok 
to that of Hede in the year 685, A. 
D., a great writer who dimly men 
tioned the first instance of a deaf 
an 1 dumb person and who first in- 
stituted the idea of a language for 
the deaf-mutes. Thenceforth no 
other oase was met with till some 
centuries afterwaids and it was still 
dark of such knowledge. Indica- 
tively, Rodolphus Agricola of Hei- 
delberg, who was born in 1442 and 
died in 1485, recorded in his pam- 
phlet of an educated deaf-mutes that 
the attempt to educate person so 
deprived, might have been discredit 
ed on the ground of their impossi- 
bility and inability. 

"Another is Jerome Cardan, a na- 
tive of Paris, born in 1501. He took 
a philosophical view of the subject 
and said, ' Writing should be asso- 
ciated with speech and speech with 
thought, but written characters «nd 
ideas might be connected without 
the intervetion of sound. By which 
he was convinced that the teaching 
of the deaf was difficult, but possible 
Oil I he most part. That was the be- 
ginning of a more enlightened view 
that gave to the education of deaf 
mutes its first and great impulse. 
As seen in the history, a Spanish 
monk, named Pedro de Ponce, dur- 
ing 1520-84 is said to he the first 
pel. son recorded to have actually 
taught the deaf children, and too, 
instructed them to speak. He was 
us old when Jerome Cardan 
died. Ponce was, while associated 
with Cardan's work, copying prin- 
ciples and methods of instruction. 
As a l r e ady found in a book of Bo 
net's secretary to the Constable of 
ol Castile, punted at Madrid in 1620, 
the teaching was becoming more 
general and entered upon by se- 
ll persons both in Italy and Eng 
land. 

"As years lolled on, from the 
time of Cardan's death, many 
eminent writers had pamphlets and 
magazines published about the 
educational training of the deaf 
which is worth reading 

"In France a similar training was 
on, and in consequence was a alie- 
ns to practicability of teach- 
ing. It was not until about 1750 
that the subject was taken up with 
much interest. Vanin, a father of 
the Christian Doctrine, made some 
attempts to encouiage the condition 
of the deaf, but his work was stop- 
ped by death. In Silesia at the be 
dinning of the 18th century Kerger 
founded his method on the princi- 
ple of John Amman, and in 1718 
George Rsphel, a German, came in 
Contact with Kerger and privted a 
system he had carried out in the 
education of three deaf-mutes in 
his own family. Indeed his work 
had been accomplished before any 
public school foi the instruction of 
deaf mutes was established. Soon 
it was followed by Abbe de 1'Epeo, 
very familiar to the the world, who 
founded the first school in Pat is, 
more the method of teaching, be- 
came in use. About the same time 
Thomas Hraidwood opened a school 
in Edinburgh, and in 1778 Ilein 
icke in Germany started another 
school at Leipsig, under the patton- 
agc of the government, where he 
pursued the system of articulation 
and lip-tending, which forms the 
basis of instruction in the German 
schools of the present day. 

Hraidwood made a success in his 
undertaking and became famous. 
He was visited by Dr. Johnson on 
h's tour of the Hebrides, who 
pressed himself as greatly pleased 

with the success of the school in 
Kdinburirh. In 187.? Braidwood 
left the city and founded another 
school at Hackney, near London, 
whore he had fully performed a 



similar duty until 1806, when he 
died, leaving his two eons to fill 
the vaoanoy. The boys became 
active instiuetors and founded sev- 
eral schools in England. All of the 
above mentioned schools employed 
two methods, first that in which a 
sign language and manual alphabet 
form the basis of instruction, with 
articulation and lip-reading by de- 
grees which semi-mutes as a general 
rule are capable of. 

"Second, that in which articula- 
tion and lip reading form the basis 
of instruction and the sign language 
aud the manual alphabet are used 
less as a means to the end. But 
many facts are so proveu that sign 
language and manual alphabet are 
the uioie general and carried out in 
nearly all schools in America and 
yet. in some oases intellect is rather 
enfeebled by many signs. 

" Abbe de I'Epee had worked 
mntfa in the interests of the deaf, 
and his fame spread all over Europe 
like the wild prairie fire, while signs 
were not yet well adapted. For in- 
stance there was a public exhibition 
of Abbe St rock's pupils at Vienna, 
Nicolai of Berlin proposed to the 
Abbe to require one of his pupils to 
describe in writing the action he 
was to perform. The challenge, be- 
ing assented to, Nioolai, with 
dignity, struck his breast with his 
hand, upon which the boy quickly 
composed words, not a sentence. 
'Hand breast.' That was a shock 
to Nioolai and he withdrew satisfied 
with the proof of misunderstanding. 
The boy did not understand that, 
meaning of action but only had a 
habit of memory. 

Another instance once explain- 
ed is a way in which the sign lan- 
guage is commonly employed by 
teacher, and used among the deaf 
themselves that they would under 
stand each other better. 

" A girl has been Been by a deaf 
mule to drop a cup of milk. He 
tried to make signs relating the in- 
cident which ran to words without 
grammar: c Saw-I-girI, walk-cup 
milk-earryhome drop'. This way 
of talking in signs is the sure road 
of acquisition of language by those 
who have the natural language of 
the gesture aud featuie to aid them. 

" Consequently, the value of sign 
language is generally well expressed 
in America to compare with those 
who were in the dark of the world, 
without education The writiug of 
Lucretius shows:

" Parents in the dark days of 
knowledge generally allowed the 
unfortunates to grow up Without 
education. They were abandoned 
to themselves and driven away 
from the civilized people to live in 
work houses. In some cases babies 
found to be deaf and dumb or crip- 
pleewere killed. By the code of 
Justinian, deaf unites were declar- 
ed to be incapable of the civil acts. 
But to-day eduoation has overcome 
all bad imaginations and impos- 
sibilities to the deaf children to light 
aud knowledge. 

"In early colonies of Ann 
the first pi ojeot started by a great 
philanthropist named Rev. Thomas 
Hopkins (Iallaudet, was taken up 
in 1816. He was sent abroad to 
Europe on a mission and biought 
home the art of teaching deaf chil- 
dren. With him Laurent Clera, a 
typical French instructor, came and 
helped Gallaudet to teach the first 
school in Hartford, Ct., of the 
deaf and dumb children, in 1817. 
Rev. Gallaudet superintended the 
same school until 18'30 The first 
pupil was Miss Alioe Cogswell, 
(laughtei of Dr. Cogswell, who saw 
the Mist light of knowledge. He 
was forced out by ill health, eight 
later he was appointed chap- 
lain of the Connecticut Insane 
Asylum, and in the meantime was 
able to do a good amount of literary 
work, editing the annals of the 
deaf and dumb and writing Bible 
stories for the young aud * Child's 
Book for the Soul.' He was born 
, in Philadelphia, edu- 
cated at Yale ami at Andover Theo- 
logical Seminai y. He died at Hart- 
ford Sept. 0, 1851."

Mr Elwell does not lay any claim 
to the Carnegie Hero Fund, but he 
says he has rescued two small chil- 
dren from what might have resulted 
in their terrible death, A few days 
ago he was walking across one of 
the north Fifth Street bridges, that 
span tire tracks of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad.

spair, but yet space for hope and 
comfort. 

What perseverance may do in 
overcoming handicaps that to the 
less resolute seem ovel wdielmilig, is 
often shown by instances from 
everyday life that appear in the 
columns of the newspapers. Here 
is one from the Schenectady (i 
that illustrates it : 

" A case of indomitable coinage 
is that of W. R. McDonald, of Au- 
gusta, who has entered Hie law 

school of tin- University of Georgia. 

Mr. McDonald has been totally 
blind since he was fourteen years 
old. Beginning with the Stale 
School for Ihe Blind, al Macon, he 

acquired a good education, gradual- 
ist June from the Brown ( '.,] 
lege Preparatory School, in Phila- 
delphia. His work in the univer- 
sity is gotten up from his room- 
mate's reading, but he writes his 
own lecture notes in an embossed 
dot system. After a month's work, 
he says he has no trouble with his 
studies and is keeping up with his 
long daily assignments.

It la with feelings of deep sorrow 
that we report the death of Mrs 

Maty Hamilton Uncap on Sat unlay, 

fourteenth of December, she hail 

been ill only B few days from a cold 

that rapidly developed into double 

pneumonia, which, coupled with 
Other complications, was the direct 
cause of death. It occurred almost 
immediately after the stroke of 
twelve on Friday night, and had 
she livetl one day longer she would 
have rounded her seventy-fifth 
year. Bar Inking off Wftt so sudden 
and unexpected thai it cast a deep 
gloom over the deaf community 
here. 

The deceased was the widow of 
the late Charles Pillnian liocap. 
She belonged to an old Philadelphia 
family, being bom here on De- 
cember 1 6th, 1837. Nor maiden 
name whs Parry. When a child of 
six years of age, she visited a play- 
male sick with scarlet level ami 

contracted the dieeaee, which result- 
ed la her deafness. Her schooling 



was delayed until she was seventeen 
yean old, and .she quit school in 
two and a half years later, on 
account of her age. 

On August 20th, 1868, she 
married Charles Piltm.in liocap, 
and four children, nil boys, re- 
sulted from the union. After eleven 
years of married life, hei devoted 
husband received his Dual sum- 
mons. Two years lattei the two 
younger oh I id re n died within a 
month, from diphtheria. The Other 
sons, Frank and William, grew up 
Into useful lives, the former 
becoming a pattern maker in tin* 
famous Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
of which his uncle was a partner; 
and the latter a physician wiih a 
successful practice A little over 

five years ago, Dr. liocap, who 

was the youngei of tin* iwo, also 

died. His death was a severe 
shock to the aged mother and she 
continually grieved over it. He had 
left the Income Of his entire for- 
tune for the comfort mid support of 
his mother, but, though comfortably 
provided for, it did not seem to 

assuage her grief to any great 
extent. She continued in her 
simple way of living, ami giive 
much of What fihe did no! need for 
oharitable and religious purposes, 
she was an ardent supporter of 

All Souls' Church for the Deaf nod 
the Home fiu Aged and In linn 
Deaf, at DoyleatOWO, and annually 
remembered I he poor by her con- 
tributions. Her loss is Iho more 
felt her the good she had done 

and for which earned the title of 

the "grand old deaf lady of Phila- 
delphia." 

■funeral services over the 
remains were held at her late home 
on Cambridge Street, on Monday 

eveulng, December 10th. This 
lime was sel apart especially for 
the deaf and I hey crowded hei 
home. The floral offerings were 
bcautiiul and profuse. The ReV. 
C. (). Dantzer conducted an Im- 
pressive service, and Mrs M. .1. 
Svlo signet) the hymn "Neaiei, my 
Cod, to Thee." The flual service 

was held on the following daj al 
noon, which was attended chiefly by 

hearing friends. The remains were 

then conveyed and laid In the 
family vault in the, churchyard of

Home Economics 



An address by Professor Abel S. Clark, of 
the American School, before the Cog- 
swell Literary Society of Hartford, 
Ct. 

The speaker said that the subject 
does not admit of fights of fancy, 
but that it is for all that of very 
great importance to the welfare of 
the home. The practise of economy 
is something that savages know 
nothing about. They are wasteful 
and improvident. It must be ac- 
quired by education and training. 

A little investigation reveals the 
fact that the underlying difference 
between a happy and an unhappy 
home is due to thrift and economy 
in one, and unthrift and wasteful- 
ness in the other. 

Saving is the basis of all the in- 
dustries. Capital is the product of 
labor and saving. 

It is easier to earn money than to 
learn the habit of spending it wisely. 
Extravagance ts the cause of 
much poverty. Many who receive a 
large income, lay up nothing, while 
others with quite limited incomes, 
manage to provide against sickness 
and old age. 

One way to save is to put by some- 
thing, however small, steadily and 
persistently. It involves self-denial, 
turning away from the purchase of 
many things one would like to 
possess, even much desired books 
and attractive pleasures. 

A young couple who are happy, 
as they ought to be, in looking for- 
ward to marriage, should look facts 
squarely in the face. Tender words 
by moonlight are all right, but they 
cannot furnish a home and provide 
substantial food three times a day 
for hungry stomachs. Little ex- 
penditures, which a young fellow 
may think he has a right to in- 
dulge in, while single, may become 
selfish expenditures when he has a 
wife. It may be his duty to spend 
less for cigars, treats to friends, and 
stylish clothes. He has no right, 
on a small income, to indulge him- 
self, and at the same time expect the 
little woman at home to wear her- 
self out, trying to make a nickle go 
as far as a dime. 

Some young folks, ambitious to 
make a show, begin housekeeping in 
too expensive a way, and run into 
debt, which they afterward find it 
hard to pay. 

Let me just mention some of the 
little ways in which I have seen 
people waste their money. - Buying 
berries and other fruits, when they 
are at the highest price ; paying 40 
or more cents a pound, for fancy 
butter, when a good article can be 
bought for 6 or 8 cents less ; using 
fancy butter for cooking, when but- 
terine at 23 cents is better ; select- 
ing the highest priced cuts of meat 
at a needless cost of several cents 
more a pound ; buying things of any 
kind simply because they seem 
cheap — things which may never be 
of any use. 

There are some things which 
every woman looking forward to 
marriage should know. Here are a 
few of them: Fancy cooking and 
the concocting of various delicacies 
are very well, but besides being ex- 
pensive, they cannot satisfy the 
healthy hunger of a hard-working 
man, and if he cannot get whole- 
some, nourishing food at home, he 
is likely to look for it elsewhere. A 
woman should, therefore, be able to 
cook plain food and serve it in an 
attractive manner. 

She should know how to manage 
the cooking stove, so as not to 
waste coal. Ignorance of this adds 
greatly to the cost of coal in many 
households. 

She should know how to obtain 
from the supplies brought in, the 
greatest possible amount of food. 
The waste in some homes is what 
keeps the people poor. 

Let us indicate some of the things 
which a man should look out for. 
It used to be said that the rent ex- 
pense should be not more than one- 
seventh of the income. This has 
since been estimated at one-fifth, 
and doubtless many a man is | 
ing one third of his hard earned 
money for rent. This is altogether 
too much, and he should not rest 
satisfied to do it. 

He should, if possible, have the 
use of a little land for a garden, 
where with a little practice he can 
learn to raise vegetables better than 
he would buy, and thus in a season 
save many dollars. 

It is a good plan, at first, at least, 
to keep account of income and ex- 
pense, to see what really becomes of 
the money. 

Be on the lookout for sales of 



provisions on certain days, at special 
prices Avoid alike the waste that 
comes of buying in too large and in 
too small quantities. 

Have nothing charged, but pay 
cash every time. 

If you would have peace of mind, 
avoid debt. The debtor is a slave, 
a bond servant, and in many cases 
he deserves to be as miserable as he 
is. 

A husband and wife should have 
no secret expenses hidden by one 
from the other It must be confess- 
ed that many a home is wretched 
through the shiftlessness or extra- 
vagance of the wife, as well as 
through the selfishness and evil 
habits of the husband. Numerous 
instances might be cited showing 
how a wife's prudence and economy 
have shamed a thoughtless man into 
habits of thrift, which have led to 
prosperity and wealth. Let me 
close with several proverbs bearing 
on our subject. 

" A small leak will sink a ship." 

" Waste makes want." 

" A fool and his money are soon 
parted. ' '
